Meanwhile  a review  of  German  actions  at 
the  time  of  the  war  when  such  an  invasion 
would  have  been  possible  points  heavily  in

.standing  of  the  matter.  The  Bomber  Com- 
mand reported,  day  by  dav  the  assembly  of 
Cicrman  barges  and  boats  m Channel  ports 
and  attacked  these  targets  in  these  ports  I he 
Royal  Naw  reported  the  same  set  of  facts, 
and  took  Its  own  offensive  defensive  action.

“I  now  sav  in  sei  fct  that  upwards  of  I 7Q0 
self  propelled  barges  and  more  than  200  sea 
going  ships,  some  very  largi-  ships,  are  alreatly 
gathered  at  ihc  many  invasion  ports  in  Gar 
man  occupation  . . . 

' Some  ol  these  ships  and  barges,  when 
struck  by  our  bombing  counter  artavk  and 
preventive  attack  have  blown  up  with  rre- 
mrndous  explosions,  showing  that  tiKy  are 
fully  loaded  with  all  the  munitions  needed  for 
Ihe  invading  armies  and  to  beat  us  down  and 
subjugate  us  utterly  T hr  shipping  spare 
available  and  now  assembled  is  sufficient  to 
carry  in  one  voyage  nearly  half  a million  men. 

Mr.  Churchill,  who  was  at  the  head  of  his 
nation'i  war  effort  and  closer  to  the  scene 
than  moat  other  leaders  in  the  world  at  that 
moment,  was  certainly  not  dealing  in  mirages 
What  he  saw  he  said  We  shaU  he  vastly 
surprised  if  a missing  operational  documrnt 
upon  the  Nazi  side  will  outweigh  the  con- 
crete evidence  adduced  bv  the  defenden  wh^ 
were  there  *l'be  facts  are  that  Britain  was 
alone  and  menaced  tn  that  hour,  and  history 
undoubtedly  will  to  record.

haste  and  imprudence,  has  ever  been  able  to 
uphold  the  best  interests  of  a nation  and  ihe 
peopic  who  elected  it  It  is  not  without  sig- 
nificance that  totalitarian  regimes  favor 
single-chamber  legislatures,  which  ofien  then 
become  mere  automatic  echoes  of  the  guvern- 
ment  in  power. 

! he  C!anadian  Senate,  like  its  counterparts 
elsewhere,  provides  a balance  whose  value 
cannot  be  overestimated.  Senators  may  have

.A  writer  in  The  Edmonton  Journal  raises 
an  inieresiing  point  when  he  asks  it  the  i a- 
nadtan  national  parks  were  created  primarily 
lor  a foreign  tourist  attraction  or  an  invest- 
ment in  the  health  and  well-being  of  Ca- 
nadians. 1 hr  answer  might  be  that  both  fac- 
tors were  considered  in  the  development  of 
park  areas  and  that  the  national  parks  are 
well  able  lo  lOter  to  the  needs  of  both  domes- 
tic and  foreign  visitors  'I  here  are  grounds  for 
his  belief,  however,  that  not  enough  is  being 
done  to  draw  to  the  notice  ol  Canadians  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  a vacation  among 
their  own  picturesque  playgrounds. 

I he  division  ot  funds  spent  by  (he  Ca- 
nadian Travel  Bureau  for  publicity  purposes 
supports  this  contention  In  prew*ar  years 
practically  alt  of  ti>e  bureau's  advertising  ap- 
propriation was  spent  in  the  United  States 
1 iiile  if  any  paid  publicirv  was  directed  to 
making  the  national  parks  belter  known  in 
Canada  itself  Ihc  object  was  laudable. 
*1  he  foreign  tourist  trade  is  revenue  produc- 
ing. and  It  holds  a prominent  place  in  i a- 
nadian  economy  It  is  desirable  to  attract 
visitors  from  across  the  line  and  they  arc  no 
less  welcome  in  themselves,  incidcntallv.  than 
for  (he  trade  thev  bring 

More  attention  might  be  paid,  however,  to 
advertising  the  benefits  ol  Canada's  national 
parks  among  the  people  of  Canada  'I  hey 
provide  health  giving  vacation  opportunities 
unsurpassed  elsewhere,  and  they  are  located 
in  areas  accessible  to  all  through  modern 
means  of  rapid  transportation  I heir  popu- 
larity grew  greatly  during  the  war  when 
Canadians  mostly  had  to  stav  at  home  for 
their  vacation.s.  and  an  increasing  number  of 
domestic  visitors  is  being  noted  It  would 
seem  wise  that  the  Canadian  Travel  Bureau 
should  not  ovcrhx>k  the  possibilities  of  even 
greater  Canadian  iMtronage  while  pursuing 
the  worthy  aim  of  artracring  oursidc  visitors 
to  the  park  lands  of  the  Dominion
